However, a*ter the general reeting Saad contimied the diseission with Primitivo 
Barreto, Secretary General of the Ecuadoran Communist Party, and with Gustivo 
Becerra, also a prominent Communist leader. Saad con*ided that at no time 

had there been an open break betveen Stalin and Tito. The Comin ’orm had only 
ordlicized Tito's actions because they were contrary to the interests o° 
Cor-unism in general ani because of the fear that his examole mipht be “ollowed 
in other countries. At the sare tive, however, Tito was advised not to be too 
concerned over the vublicity since the Kremlin had complete con*idence in hin 
to denonstrate this wis conducting “ilitary planning discussions in Belrrade and 
betveen representatives of the tvo countries, 
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
